Military Officers Ignore Habeas f« r^. 
5 0c 
Corpus Writ. 


J udge Thero n Stevens declared Ad­ 
jutant General Sherman M, Bell and 
Capt. Bulkeley .Wells to be in co n­ 
tempt o f co urt fo r no t co mplying with 
the writ o f habeas co rpus which re­ 
quired them to bring befo re the co urt 
at Ouray, Co lo ., yesterday Charles H. 
Mo yer, president o f the Western Fed­ 
eratio n o f 
Miners, who m they 
are 
ho lding in co nfinement at Telluride. 
The co urt o rdered the sheriff to ar­ 
rest the two o fficers. 
J udge Stevens 
criticised severely the co urse o f Go v. 
J ames H. Peabo dy and the military 
autho rities. 
He said they appeared 
to be in insurrectio n against the co urt. 
J udge Stevens o rdered that Charles 
H. Mo yer be discharged fro m custo dy, 
and issued an o rder 
o f attachment 
against Gen. Bell and Capt. Wells. The 
judge assessed a fine o f $500 each, 
and expressed regret that the go ver­ 
no r was no t befo re the co urt, as he 
co nsidered him equally guilty with 
Gen. Bell and Capt. Wells. 
A Telluride, Co lo ., dispatch o f the 
11th says: 
When Gen. Sherman M. 
Bell was info rmed to day that J udge 
Thereo n Stevens, in the district co urt 
o f Ouray co unty, had o rdered him and 
Capt. Wells arrested and co nfined in 
the Ouray* co unty jail o n the charge 
o f co ntempt o f co urt, he said: 
“ If Sheriff Co rbett takes us to Ouray 
it will have to be o ver the dead bo d­ 
ies o f all the so ldiers under my co m­ 
mand in this co unty. He has no t men 
eno ugh to do that. 
The situatio n de­ 
mands that w'e stay in Telluride. Mr. 
Mo yer w'ill never be pro duced in co urt 
until Go v. Peabo dy o rders me to do so 
unless he escapes and go es o ver the 
range o n sno w sho es.”

The Drink Biii cf the Natio n During 
the Past Year Amo unted 
to $1,451,633,379 .00. 


The iimericaD Gro cer's annii&l esti­ 
mate o f the natio n’s drink bill sho ws 
the fo rmidable to tal retail co st o f al­ 
co ho lic and o tJher stimulating bever­ 
ages fo r the y ear ending June 30, 19 03, 
to have been $1,451,633,379 ; the an­ 
nual average fo r the past five y ears, 
$1,29 3,9 03,358. 
The reco rd sho ws an expenditure 
fo r stim ulants o f $18.15 fo r each o f the 
80,372,000 inhabitants, o r $9 0.75 per 
family o f five. 
The average annual 
co st fo r five y ears was $16.17, o r $80.85 
fo r each family . 
It is estimated that o ne fo urth o f 
ail the peo ple use alco ho lic beverages, 
o n which basis 
each 
co nsumer o f 
stro ng drink 
expends 
$62.16 every 
y ear to gratify appetite. 
The percapita co st o f co ffee, tea 
and co co a is $2.61 every y ear, against 
$15.54 fo r alco ho lic drinks. 
Pro sperity seems to lead to an in­ 
creased use o f stimulants, no tably , 
ho wever, o f the milder so rts, such as 
co ffee and beer, with co ffee In the 
lead, beer seco nd, tea third, and fiery 
liquids o f spirits, the latter mo re po ­ 
tent fo r evil than all the rest co mbin­ 
ed, the parent o f every species o f 
crime and the pro mo ter o f degrada­ 
tio n. 
The use o f spirits has steadily in­ 
creased since 189 6, and last y ear was 
abo ve the high average o f the perio d, 
1881 to 189 3, when it averaged 1.37 
gallo ns y early , against 1.12 gallo ns 
fro m 189 4 to 19 00, inclusive; 1.38 gal­ 
lo ns 19 01 to 19 03, and 1.46 gallo ns In 
19 03. No thing but a tax o f $1.10 per 
gallo n and the effo rts o f the advo cates 
o f temperance prevents the debauch­ 
ery o f the natio n by cheap whisky . 
The to tal revenue o f the United 
States go vernment in 19 03 fro m spirit­ 
uo us and m alt liquo rs, license, etc., 
was $179 ,601,328—a per capita tax o f 
$2.24, o r $11.20 fo r every family . 
Vast, 
indeed, 
are 
the 
interests 
w'hich are invo lved in the manufact- 
ure, distributio n and co nsumptio n o f 
beverages, ramify ing into every ho use­ 
ho ld, co ntributing a large share to the 
revenue o f the natio n, state and lo cal 
go vernments. It is gratify ing to no te 
that the milder stimulants are mo st 
in favo r, but unfo rtunately represent 
a to tal business and exert an influ­ 
ence inco mparably less than that in­

Any o ne who has seen a skunk thro w 
his essence c^n understand ho w po w­ 
erless the animal must be when held 
up by the tail. 
When the skunk dis­ 
charges his battery he thro ws his 
tail back so that the glands ho lding 
the fiery fluid are fully expo sed and 
the sho t can have free range. 
Then the tail jerks spasmo dically , 
as if it was a lever that bro ught pres­ 
sure to bear upo n the sack o r glands 
ho lding the charge, a ring o f ducts 
o pen, and fine, thread-like jets o f the 
fluid sho o t o ut ten o r fifteen feet 
I have witnessed this battery in 
actio n, but have alway s do dged the 
sho t. 
Fro m the quick mo vement o f 
the tail has arisen the no tio n that the 
skunk thro ws its fluid with its tail. 
But never a dro p o f it even to uches 
the animal itself. 
Held by the tail it 
seems to me that it wo uld be utterly 
impo ssible fo r the animal to eject its 
fluid.
